From  the  four  corners  of  the  earth  have  come 
the  hardy  alpines  and  border  perennials  that  are 
herein  set  down  in  this,  my  fourth  annual  price 
list  It  is,  I  believe,  as  good  a  commercial  collec¬ 
tion  of  rock  garden  plants  as  has  ever  been  as¬ 
sembled  in  central  Ohio. 

Note  especially  the  varieties  listed  under  Aquil- 
egia.  Campanula,  Alyssum,  Geum,  Pentstemon, 
Saxifraga,  Sempervivum  and  Veronica.  These 
are  some  of  the  best  rock  plants  to  be  found  any¬ 
where  in  the  world. 

These  plants  have  been  obtained  from  the  At¬ 
lantic  to  the  Pacific.  Others  have  been  raised 
from  imported  seed.  All  come  from  patient 
searching,  taking  chances,  long  hours  of  hard 
work. 

My  little  nursery  is  operated  mainly  as  a  labor¬ 
atory  to  supply  material  for  magazine  articles. 
I  can  give  only  a  part  of  my  time  to  it.  Conse¬ 
quently  I  do  not  have  large  stocks  on  hand  of 
some  of  the  more  rare  plants.  New  items  are 
being  bought  frequently  or  grown  from  imported 
seed.  Many  items  are  now  being  handled  in  pots. 

Note  that  prices  of  a  good  many  items  are  less 
this  season.  All  sales  are  for  cash.  I  do  not 
deliver  nor  ship  plants,  but  sell  only  to  those  who 
visit  the  nursery. 

I  make  every  possible  effort  to  sell  plants  true 
to  name  and  that  will  grow.  In  case  any  variety 
does  not  prove  true  to  name,  it  will  gladly  be  re¬ 
placed  or  purchase  price  refunded.  It  is  not  poss¬ 
ible  to  guarantee  that  plants  will  grow  or  agree 
to  replace  them  when  they  do  not  because  suc¬ 
cessful  growth  after  plants  leave  the  nursery  de¬ 
pends  upon  conditions  over  which  I  have  no  con¬ 
trol. 

As  spring  opens.  I’ll  be  on  hand  each  evening 
from  four  to  darkness.  You  are  welcome,  wheth¬ 
er  you  need  plants  or  just  want  to  look  around 
and  gossip — providing  you  keep  on  the  paths. 

Drive  north  of  Worthington  on  High  Street 
one  mile  to  Wilson  Road,  turn  left  1000  feet  and 
my  place  is  the  second  house,  a  brick  colonial, 
on  the  north  side.  If  I’m  not  in  sight,  look  for 
the  old  dinner  bell. 

If  the  gardener  you  fail  to  see  — 

Ring  the  bell  right  lustilee.

ABOUT  ROCK  GARDENING 

In  building  a  rock  garden,  drainage  is  essential. 

Do  not  use  commercial  fertilizer,  fresh  manure 
or  much,  if  any,  peat  moss.  Sand  and  a  little 
well-rotted  humus  will  do  admirably.  A  little 
rotted  shale,  if  handy,  will  be  all  right  to  mix  in 
with  your  soil.  You  are  trying  to  reproduce  a 
mountainside  or  mountain  meadow,  not  a  hot¬ 
house  bed. 


Dozen  plants,  ten  times  single  rate. 
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Plant  the  rocks  first.  Each  rock  should  be  so 
slanted  that  rain  flows  back  into  the  ground,  not 
off  the  front  and  so  firmly  in  the  ground  that  one 
can  step  on  it  without  dislodging. 

Plant  your  rock  plants  early.  The  finest  al- 
pines  bloom  early  in  the  year — April  to  June.  Get 
them  in  the  ground  and  settled  before  their 
blooming  period. 

With  potted  plants,  such  as  I  now  have  avail¬ 
able,  late  planting  can  be  done  however,  through 
most  of  the  summer. 

Many  beginners  in  rock  gardening  are  like  the 
Indian  squaw  who  when  given  her  choice  took 
the  cheap  red  calico  dress  instead  of  the  silk 
Paris  gown. 

Don’t  pick  out  just  those  with  gaudy  bloom^ 
The  choice  rock  plants  are  often  those  with 
dainty,  delicate  flowers.  Often  they  are  treasured 
for  their  odd  shape  or  for  their  evergreen  foliage. 

Don’t  buy  rock  plants  like  you  would  muslin  or 
beans,  by  the  yard  or  pound.  Some  people  meas¬ 
ure  the  value  of  a  plant  by  the  size  of  the  cliunp^. 

When  you  buy  a  diamond,  you  don’t  expect  to 
get  something  the  size  of  a  glass  doorknob. 

Manjy  of  the  rare  choice  rock  plants  will  be 
small  in  size  when  you  buy  them.  That  is  the 
way  they  should  be.  You  want  a  plant  that  is. 
true  to  name  and  that  will  take  root  in  your  gar¬ 
den,  thrive  and  live  for  years.  If  you  want  a  large 
plant,  in  bloom,  that  will  make  an  immediatib 
show,  go  to  the  florist — he  supplies  plants  for  that 
purpose.  But  then  you’ll  have  a  flowerbed,  not  a 
rock  garden. 

The  purpose  of  a  rock  garden  is  to  provide  a 
home  for  plants  whose  native  habitat  is  the  side 
of  a  peak  or  an  upland  meadow — not  to  keep  up 
with  Mrs.  Jones  or  make  a  display  of  rocks.
